The McOlll wrestlers are certainly 
fortunate in having u man of .Mr.

Above all, he is 
a gentleman, and is very popular with 
his men. 

Dloyd Parsons especially Is to be 



commended for bis work. He is at 
newnian at the game, having only 
six weeks' experience, yet he put up 
a wonderful exhibition of skiM nnd 
head work, working in co-operation 
with strength. His opponent, Hoss, of 
Varsity, Is an experienced man, hav- 
ing wrestlet intercollegiate on three 
occasions, but Parsons made him look 
dccldodly second class.

The flrsi of the necessary .steps to 
religious life 1* to follow conscience.

For the present mo- 
ment the ihinK that a man feels to be 
right is right and to lie perfectly true 
to conscience at the moment is esucn- 
llal in enabling a man to find the 
llfjht, to follow the IlKhl that we have 
Is essential to progress in knowledge 
and Ihe spiritual life. « 

III the second place one should seek 
fellowship with others who are simi- 
larly striving. The old hermit Idea. Is 
a mistake; contact with others and the 
seeking of light along with one's fel- 
low Is thai which strengthen 1 *. It is 
a true Instinct that leads men of every 
age to come together for worship and 
help. 

A third help is to keep In close 
touch with the best religious literature. 
While all religions have literature the 
best is Christian literature and of this 
the Bible stands rirst with emphasis on 
:he New Testament. Hy common con- 
sent, fur centuries the Dlble luis been 
plaeerl first for its truth to life and its 
ability to meet the religious needs of 
men. 

I'Vjurthly, since true religion is u 
sympathetic relationship with Cod 
thi re Is much need of private devo- 
tions. Naturally we desire commit- 
nlo:i since Cod Is a person, kindly and 
anxious to communicate with men- Al- 
though the means of communion Is a 
mystery, yet religious people of all 
time bear testimony to the fuel of lis 
possibility. Home people are more re- 
ligious hy nature ami more responsive 
to spiritual Influence than others. Ii 
may lie explained similarly to an apti- 
tude for music Many appreciate and 
hear far more than others In the ren- 
dering of u composition. Yet any 
innti who strives lo follow the path.' 
of religious life will receive a revela- 
tion of .find and benefit. 

It ill resolves Itself down to a mat- 
ter of our power of choice and Ih-' will- 
In the measure Ihat we are willing 
fîod will make Himself rear to us. 
Prayer shows that »e are. willing to 
give <.od Ills opportunity nnd unless 
our heart is In it prayer, Church going, 
devotional reading have no effect.

Sharps, trainers of the respective 
teams, is unquestioned; but when one 
remembers that there are only about 
600 of the 4,iii"i undergraduates not!
